SOUTHERN UTE RESEPVATION

Inillnn Lands In Colorado Opened te

Hettlers,
The apening of the Southern Ute
Indlan Reservation has st last been

accompiietied, This vast aren of arable
lunds, fifteern by sigty mlles In extent,

Hes on either gide of the Denver & Rio |

Grande rnl’r---.n-.i_ South and Bast of
Durango, Under the law, the Ute In-
tians are entitled to 374 allotments,
leaving about 686,000 screa subjeot to
entry under the desert homestead, tim-

ber and townsite laws and the laws
Koverning the disposal of coal, min=-
eral, stone and timber lands, and as

the Indians may jease thelr allotments,
intelllgent white men will soon con-
trol many of them at reasonable rent-
als, The land: embrace both vailloy
and mesa, or uplands, but the supply
of water for Irrigation s many times
the amount required, making the lands
giitable for graln and grisses, veg-
etables, alfalfa and fruit trees. Clover
often ylelds three and one-half tons
per acre. The stock Industry glves
promise of almost unlimited growth,
The lands allotted to the Indians ag-
Bregatoe 60,000 acres and are getierally
In compact form. They may be leased
for three years for agricultural pur-
poses and ten years for mining and
grazing lands, These leased lands are
exempt from taxatlon and free from
cost of water charges as the Indians
own the canals and ditches, The rental
fa generally a small amount In cash
and from one-third to one-fourth of
the crops, The Indians may be hired
to work at low wages. This money and
the §50,000 which is to be pald to the
Indlans annually by the government
“forever,” means plenty of the circu-
lating medium in the locality at all
times, Homestead settlers are required
to pay not less than $1.25 per acre,
fifty cents of which, per acre, shall be
pald at the tlme of filing. This pro=
vision shuts out the professional booms-
er and Invites men of thrift and en-
ergy and industry, These will be the
last of the public domain entries in
Colorado, It is_the last chance for

cheap, fertile and enviable homes. Thae

land offices are at Duranga, Colo., the
terminus of the Denver & Rio Grande
raflrond. The traveler from the mid-
dle West should take the Missourl Pa-
cific System to Pueblo where he wlll be
taken by the Denver & Rin Grande
which s the only line reaching the
Ute Indlan Reservation., It traverses
for 60 miles the most desirable por-
tions of the lands snbject to entry.

Man Buys n Farm with Proceeds from
Two-Thirds of One Crop.

W. R. Milburn, John Holmes, M. R.
Dagger, E. L. Stetson, of Buena Vista
county, lowa, report as follows of the
Canadian North-West as to its sult-
ability for farming, and the advan-
tages It offers to the agricultural Im-
migrant from the United States:
